Visitors at the White House have fre- 
quently commented upon a style of decora- 
tion on the north front of the Executive 
Mansion in which three gilded balls are 
made conspicuous. It has been suggested 
that these gold balls are particularly ap- 
propriate from the fact that the national 


| pledge factory is located in their vicinity. 


Nothing but pledges are exacted from those 
who call at the White House and get up- 
stairs to Secretary Porter, and pledges ars 
what they expect in return from their weary 
waiting and watching outside the breast- 
works of patronage. No pawnbroker’s shop 
in the world has three larger or newer-look- 
ing golden emblems than those outside the 
White House, and they are brought out more 
boldly in. relief by the jet black standards 
upon which they rest. 

Unlike the balls of a pawnshep, bowever, 
these three White House ornanients have a 
historical value, for they were British can- 
non balls captured by Old Hickory Jackson 
at the battle of New Orleans early in this 
century. When Jackson became President 
he had a search made for some of these 
cannon balls and gave orders after they 
were found that three of them should be 
placed at the north entrance to the Execu- 
tive Mansion. They have remained there 
ever since and every spring they are freshly 
gilded and their standards repainted black.

A new omen has put in an appearance at 
the Capitol and strangely enough it was 
first discovered the day the tariff bill was 
introduced and has since been progressing 
in intensity. Just at 2 o’clock every after- 
noon the shadows of the portico on the House 
side converge on the windows of e Speak- 
er's lobby in such a way as to offer an exact 
picture of William McKinley, President of 
the United States. Members of the House 
have studied the silhouette daily and are 
now wondering whether it is about to dis- 
appear, as the House will cease the con- 
sideration of the tariff bill day after tomor- 
row. However that may be, just at 2 o’clock 
the shadow is plainly visible, and the 
features of the President of the United 
States are unmistakably distinct.

MURDEROUS ‘ASSAULT ON F. MARCOTT. 


Louie Beaudrie, His Son-in-Law, Deals 
Him a Blow on the Head with 
a Weapon. : 


Frederick Marcott, No. 1474 West Van Bu- 
ren street, was murderously assaulted by 
Louie Beaudrie, his son-in-law, while en- 
teririg his own home shortly before 8 o' clock 
last evening. The assault was the outcome 
of a family quarrel, which resulted yesterday 
in Beaudrie’s wife returning to her father’s 
bome. 

Beaudrie ran up behind Marcott and struck 
him a vicious blow on his right temple with 
a weapon which is said to have been a

MRS. DUNKEY SKIZED WITH ILLNESS. 
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MR. HARLAN’S “OLD MAN OF THE SEA.” 


J. H. Walton of Dubuque, Ia., decided that 
the city’s great pleasure ground was a fit- 
ting place to end a life made heavy by the 
burdens of illness and anxiety as to the 
future. 

While others were basking in the sun's 
rays, more speeding along over the smooth 
drives on bicyeles or in carriages, and still 
more enjoying strolls in the pretty paths, 
Dr. Walton drew a razor, broke from a com- 
panion, and as he ran pulled the blade across 
his throat, stumbled, and fell dying. 

Wheelmen and pedestrians hurried to the 
spot. where he had fallen and lifting him 
from the path carried him to a grass plat 
nearby. But he was dead when they laid 
him down. A patrol wagon was called and 
the body was carried to Roth’s undertak- 
ing establishment at No. 860 North Halsted 
street to await action by the Coroner. 

Companion Makes a Statement. 

Dr. 8. S. Lindsay, also of Dubuque, was 
the companion of Dr. Walton. He said the 
latter was just recovering from a severe at- 
.tack of typhoid fever. It left him weak and 
at times he suffered fits of despondency. 
He had feared that the disease had left per- 
manent traces. 

Dr. Walton was only 30 years old and am- 
bitious in his profession. With Dr. Lind- 
say he came to Chicago to consult a special- 
ist. They arrived yesterday morning and 
took a room together at the Palmer House. 
They learned that they could not see the 
specialist yesterday and Dr. Lindsay sug- 
gested that they should visit Lincoln Park. 
They went there, enjoyed all the sights, and 
when fatigued sat down to rest on the stones 
at the Grant monument. 

Dr. Walton had been in good spirits, but 
while seated he began referring to his 
malady. ; 

To keep his mind from this Dr. Lindsay 
induced him to take another walk, and they 
strolled along together by the animal house, 
along the lake shore, and then on to the path 
skirting the north pond at the foot of Ful- 
lerton avenue. 

Walton Talks Rationally. 

Dr. Walton was talking rationally, but 
when opposite the ‘engine-house ‘his face 
changed to an expression which alarmed 
his friend. At the same time Walton ran 
rapidly from Dr. Lindsay. The latter fol- 
lowed and called out to several men who 
were approaching him to stop the fugitive. 

But the latter had produced the razor and 
the men cleared the path for him when 
they saw the weapon. 

He offered thein no harm, however, but, 
halting in his flight, pulled the sharp steel 
across his throat, cutting it from ear to 
ear and severing the windpipe. Life was 
all but gone when Dr. Lindsay reached his 
side. 


r. Lindsay was much depressed over the 


fate of his friend. He knew Dr. Walton 
owned a razor, as he always shaved him- 
self, but he did not know he had it in his 
possession when they started for the park 
yesterday. 

Dr. Lindsay will remain here until after 
the Coroner’s inquest, when he will con- 
vey the body of his friend to Dubuque. 


Case of Sudden Dementia. 


The only explanation offered for the sul- 
cide’s horrible deed is acute and sudden 
dementia, arising from his protracted ill- 
health and debilitated condition. All the 
testimony to be gleaned is that troubles 
other than those arising from illness were 
imaginary. 

A special telegram to THE TRIBUNE from 
Dubuque last night said: 

“The suicide of Dr. Walton was a great 
shock to the people of Dubuque, where 
he was widely known and esteemed in both 
professional and social circles. ) 

Dr. Walton was born in Shullsburg, Wis. 
Ten years ago he decided to take up the study 
of surgery and medicine. He came to this 
city and entered the office of Dr. George 
M. Staples. He remained there some years, 
end then went to Ann Arbor, Mich. He next 
entered Jefferson College, Philadelphia, and 
finished his studies in Europe. 

Coming back to Dubuque, he the

The levees 
are still safe, but they cannot stand a much 
greater pressure. A strong gale blew from 
the west today and dashed the waves against 
the banks with tremendous force. At some 
points the crests of the waves dashed over 
the levees. 

Between here and La Grange the water is 
lapping the ties of the St. Louis, Keokuk 
and Northwestern railroad. The current In 
the river, which, at normal etage, is about 
three miles an hour, is now eight miles an 
hour, and steamboats going up stream have 
some difficulty in making headway. 

Yankton, 8. D., April 4.—{Special.}]—Jim 
River is mow creating general havoc in the 
valley east of this city. Three miles and 
over of track of the Great Northern, Milwau- 
kee and Northwestern roads are now com- 
pletely disabled, closing off Yankton from 
the outside world. Farmers in the bottoms 
are moving out today with boats. 

St. Joseph, Mo., April 4.—The first alarm 
was felt here today over the rise of the Mis- 
souri River. The stream rose seven-tenths 
of a foot here today and is steadily climbing 
up. Just south of this city the river is cut- 
tirig badly. 


‘CRAZY, MAN SHOOTS. THREE’ WOMEN. 


Attempts to Kill Remainder of Family 
and Fires at the Constable Who 
Comes to Arrest Him. 


Kincaid, Kas., April 4—Mrs. W. H. Bur- 
key and her daughters Effie and Jennie Kir- 
by were shot and seriously wounded this 
afternoon by George Miller of Moran, who 
called at the house and asked to see Miss 
Effie Kirby, a daughter of Mrs. Burkey by 
a former husband. Mrs. Burkey declined 
to admit nim, fearing him, as she knew 
that the youth was recently released from 
an insane asylum 


When Mrs. Burkey shut the door in his 
face Miller became enraged and shot at her 


through the glass door. The bullet entered 
the woman’s right breast. Miller then 
pushed the door open, and, as Effie Kirby 
ran to the assistance of her mother, he sent 
a bullet into her back. A moment later 
Jennie Kirby and another sister appeared, 
and the lunatic chased them out of the 
house, shooting Jennie as she ran. 

After chasing these children into the house 
of a neighbor, Miller drove away and hunted 
up Dr. Splawn, whom he told to go to the 
home of Mrs. Burkey and do some bullet 
pulling.”’ Miller was arrested later by Con- 
stable Harbell after he had fired several 
shots at the officer and the officer had 
emptied a charge of bird shot into Miller’s 
side. The condition of Mrs, Burkey and 
Eile Kirby is critical. 


CHICAGO BOYS ARRESTED AT Fr. WAYNE 


They Have One Hundred and Thirty 
Dollars in Gold, Which They Say 
They Got in a Holdup. 


Fort Wayne, Ind., April 4.—[Special.J— 
Three Chicago boys, Billy Magary, Frank 
Murphy, and John Brown, whose homes are 
on Archer avenue, were arrested here on 
suspicion. When searched $130 in gold was 
found in Magary’s shoes, and Brown, when 
questioned by the officers, broke down and 
confessed. He said the three had held up a 
stranger in Bonfield street, Chicago, and 
secured $160. They escaped the police and 
eame on to Fort Wayne, having gotten rid of 
about $30 of the money. : 


The Deering street police last night said 
they had no recollection of the holdup in 
Bonfield street and that they were not look- 
ing for the three boys.

On the Moslem side there were sixty killed 
and wounded. Among these were many of 
the Mosiems from Kandando, who were 
rescued from the insurgents by the Admirals, 
who promised that they should not be al- 
lowed to bear arms against the Christians 
again. During the engagement yesterday 
not a shell was fired against the Moslem ir- 
reguiars, although they were attacking the 
Christians in direct opposition to the orders 
of the Admirals. 

Powers Allow Piuandering. 

Insurgents under similar circumstances 
have been shelled by the allied fleets. The 
Admirals say that they had loaded cannon 
and were ready to fire on the Moslems when 
they saw Maj. Bor among the irregulars 
trying to stop them, and that they were con- 
sequently afraid to fire. 

The fact remains, nevertheless, that these 
armed Moslems were allowed to go out of the 
town, followed by 2,000 unarmed men, loaded 
with baskets in which to bring back plunder. 

The village just outside the gates of Canea 
was surrounded by international troops this 
morning. Not a native was allowed to leave 
the place. Then a band of burly Monte- 
negrins marched into the village to collect 
all the arms hidden in the houses by 
Bashi Bazouks. At first it looked asif there 
would be a fight inthe streets. The Moslems 
of the village, mostly blacks and bad char- 
acters, refused to give up their rifles. The 
Montenegrins were preparing with fixed bay- 
onets to clear the streets and search the 
houses when the leader of the Bashi Bazouks 
arrived on the scene and persuaded the yil- 
lagers to comply with the request. 

Arms Are Given Up. 


One by one the guns were then given up. 
A hundred were gathered in by nightfall. 
Several hundred rifles, given by the govern- 
ment to private individuals still remain in 
Canea. The government has agreed to have 
these given up by tomorrow night.

OFFICER WHO CAPTURED BOOTH DIES. 


Lieut. Edward G. Doherty, Who Took 
Lincoln’s Slayer, Expires—Story 
of the Capture. 


New York, April 4.—[{Special.}—Edward Gd. 
Doherty, who died of heart diseasé on Sat- 
urday at his home in this tity, commanded 
the detachment of cavalry that killed John 
Wilkes Booth, who assassinated’ Abraham 
Lincoln. 

Doherty was a Lieutenant in the Sixteenth 
Cavalry. On April 24, 1865, his regiment was 
in Washington, and he was ordered to report 
to Col. L. C. Baker with twenty-five men for 
secret service. That service was to take 
John Wilkes Booth, dead or alive. Lieut. 
Doherty and his detachment left Washing- 
ton on Apri! 24 on the steamboat Ide. Do- 
herty, in describing the man hunt after 
Booth’s hiding-place in Garrett’s barn had 
been found, said: 

“We surrounded the barn and called on 
Booth and David E. Herold, who was with 
him, to surrender. Herold came out of the 
barn, but Booth would not surrender. One 
of the men I ordered into the barn was Bos- 
ton Corbett. He peeped through a knot hole 
and saw Booth. Then he put his gun in the 
hole and shot the assassin. The discharge 
of the gun set fire to the barn. We took 
Booth’s body to Washington, reaching there 
next day, April 27.“ 

Lieut. Doherty was 56 years old. He had 
been for years an inspector of pavements in 
the Department of Public Works, and was 
Commander of Post No. 36, Grand Army of 
the Republic.

The greatest activity was evidenced on 
the West Side, where hundreds of amateurs 
were sent out from the various precinct 
headquarters, each supplied with a bucket 
of paste, a ndle of lithographs, and in- 
structions to cover up the pictures of the 
other party candidates, It frequently hap-.

NEW BATTLESHIP I0WA TO MAKE 
ITS TRIAL TRIP WEDNESDAY. 


Is More Perfectly Prepared for the 
Test than Any Other Vessel Has 
Been—Is Expected to Make Seven- 
teen Knots an Hour, One Knot More 
than the Required Speed and Earns 
a Bonus of $200,000 for Cramp 4 
Sons. ) 


Boston, Mass., April 4.—[{Special.j}—On 
Wednesday next the gigantic battleship 
Iowa, Uncle Sam's newest and mightiest 
fighting machine, will be speeded on its trial 
trip over the government course off the New 
England coast. It is now on its way to Bos- 
ton. 

The big ship was floated out of the dry 
dock at the Brooklyn Navy Yard Friday, 
its bettom scraped and painted ready for 
the run. None of the battleships and cruis- 
ers that have achieved records on this course 
will make the trip so perfectly prepared. 
The reason for this is that heretofore the 
country has had no dry docks big enough 


to accommodate the vessels. There was 


upper edge rests a flat protective deck of 
steel 2% inches thick, and from the lower 
edges of the diagonal bulkheads running 
forward and aft to the bow and stem are 
two other protective decks 3 inches thick, 
the forward one terminating immediately 
back of the ram. 

From the top of the broadside belt and 
up the line of the main deck, running for- 
ward and aft amidships for a distance of 
% feet, the sides are 5 inches thick, backed 
by a number of feet of coal. Forward and 
abaft the casemate armor, from the pro- 
tective deck up to the main deck, the out- 
side plating is backed by a wide coffer- 
dam filled with cellulose and divided into 
numerous compartments. 

Fighting Armament. 

The main batfery consists of four twelve- 
inch breech-loading rifles, mounted in pairs, 
in two barbette turrets of the balanced type, 
fifteen inches thick, firing through an arc 
of 270 degrees, and eight eight-inch rifles, 
in ‘four barbette turrets, eight inches thick, 
mounted on the upper deck and firin 
through an arc of 160 degrees. The second- 
ary battery is composed of six four-inch 
rapid fire rifles, four of which are mounted 
on the main deck in armored sponsons and 
sheltered by thick splinter bulkheads of 
steel, and the two remaining mounted aft 
on the bridge deck, sheltered by fixed 
shields. Twenty six-pounder. four one- 
rounder, and four gatling guns constitute 
an auxiliary force and are mounted on the 
main deck, on the upper deck and bridges,

Civil Service as a Reform. 


The most practical demonstration of the success 
of the reformatcry movement in Chicago appears 
In the adoption of the civil service law, designed 
to provide a meritorious and superier class of 
men for the discharge of the duties of the various 
departments of the local government, thus se- 
curing a more honest, intelligent, and efficient 
public service, and incidentally, but necessarily, 
having the effect of weakening. if not destroy- 
ing. the power of men who are mere office-seek- 
ers, who are concerned in politics simply for the 
plunder of the public treasury, who are incapeble 
of any motive higher than that of selfish greed, 
and to whom, therefore, considerations of the 
general welfare can never successfully appeal. 
The adopting and enforcing of this beneficial 
legislation brought the highest satisfaction and 
hope to all public-spirited citizens. The law 
stands as the greatest recent triumph of municipal 
reform in America. It promises to be the solution 
of the worst political evils of the city, and in 
spite of the criticisms and attacks which have 
been made, and are being made against it, the 
thoughtful, reformatory elements of our citizen- 
ship appreciate its real character and significance 
and the incalculable benefits it is conferring, and 
will confer, upen the community. Under the wise 
and earnest performance of their duties by the 
distinguished gentlemen who compose the Board 
of Commissioners for its enforcement, it has 
demonstrated its value and importance. 

We believe that the civil service law is now in 
danger of practical nullification, and its peril 
impels us to address you. 

We are citizens inspired by the same motive as 
that which actuates you-—a desire for efficiency 
and purity in office, and for the protecting of the 
honor of Chicago.

triotic to put their ships into a British dock 
for overhauling, preferring to sacrifice pre- 
mium money earned for excess in- 
stead. According to contract the Iowa must 
make an average of sixteen knots an hour 
during four hours of continuous steaming, 
not including turns. For every quarter knot 
made in excess the builders will be entitled 
to $50,000 premium. For every quarter knot 
it may fall short of the contract speed they 
may be: penalized a like amount. It is be- 
lieved that the ship will make seventeen 
knots an hour and win a premium of $200,- 
000 for the Cramps. Six thousand gallons of 
paint were used on the hull of the Iowa. 
Two coats were given, and in some places 
three. 
Ceurse for the Test. 

The course over which the Iowa will be 
tried is forty-two nautical miles long. it 
starts from a point off Cape Ann on the coast 
of Massachusetts and ends off Cape Porpoise 
on the coast of Maine. It is divided exactly 
into zones by anchored buoys, and each buoy 
is marked by a government vessel moored 
near by. Whenever a trial is in progress 
a considerable fleet of vessels is assembled, 
crulsers, gunboats, tugs, and supply craft 
usually serving as station marks. This 
course was chosen because of its deep water 
that prevents any loss of speed through 
the drag which occurs in shallow water. 

The Iowa will steam once over this course 
and return at full speed. Its time in making 
the turn at the Cape Porpoise end will not 
be counted, but. the engines must not slack- 
en speed in order that steam may not be 
“bottled up” in the boilers. It makes a 
flying start and an allowance is made for 
tidal currguts. A staff of, naval officials 
makes all the necessary observations and 
reports to the departmert. The lowa will 
make a preliminary run over the course on 
Tuesday, if nothing happens, to get the 
kinks out ot its machinery. On the eventful 
day, with picked stokers and engine men, 
with specially selected coal in the furnaces, 
and every bolt and screw ready for the 
steam, it will be in a condition to race for 
cash and glory. 

Launched a Year Age. 

On the 28th of March, 1896, the Iowa, the 
fourth of our first-class battleships, was 
‘'aunched. Appropriated for by act of Con- 
gress, approved July 19, 1892; the work was 
awarded to William Cramp & Sons of Phil- 
adelphia, Pa., on the llth day of Febru- 
ery, 1893, and on the 5th of August follow- 
ing the keel was laid. It will have cost over 
$3,000,000 when finally accepted by the gov- 
ernment. The ship being of moge recent de- 
sign than the coast line battleships Indiana, 
Massachusetts, and Oregon, was purposed 
to excel these. A comparison with the In- 
diana will show how far this has been ac- 
complished.

The ship is fitted with five torpedo tubes, 
one in stern and two in each broadside. 

The propelling machinery consists of three 
double-ended boilers, one twenty-one feet 
long, the other two twenty-nine feet long, 
with a diameter of eighteen feet nine inches, 
and two single-ended boilers, nine feet ten 
and one-half inches long, with diameters 
of sixteen feet nine inches, in four water- 
tight compartments, and of two sets of 
triple expansion engines, each in its own 
compartment and driving its own shaft, 
having cylinders ef thirty-nine, fifty-five, 
and eighty-five inches and a common stroke 
of forty-eight inches. 

The boilers supplying steam at a working 
pressure of 160 pounds and the engines mak- 
ing 112 revolutions a minute it is estimated 
that the ship will develop a speed of seven- 
teen knots an hour. With its bunkers filled 
and at cruising speed of ten knots an hour 
it should be able to steam about 8,022 miles 
and have a radius of endurance of five days. 
Nearly 100 auxiliary engines will add to the 
efficiency of the ship by turning the turrets, 
working and loading the guns, lifting and 
lowering the boats, raising the anchors, con- 
trolling the rudder, bringing up the ammu- 
nition from the magazines, providing fresh 
water, lighting the ship by electricity, mak- 
ing ice and preserving the fresh food, and 
thoroughly ventilating the ship by powerful 
blowers. 

The use of wood has been dispensed with 
wherever possible, and the major part of 
that used will be subjected to an electrical 
fireproofing process of tried efficiency. In 
armor distribution, scope of fire, possible 
speed, power of battery, and sea keeping 
properties the ship is unexcelled in the 
world. 

In regard to fittings to secure comfort 
for the officers and the crew this ship does 
not differgmaterially from the coast line bat- 
tleships, save in one particular, and that 
an important one, the additional accommo- 
dation for the crew afforded by the fore- 
castle deck. This is a very valuable feature, 
particularly in tropical climates, or when the 
ship’s company may he augmented by the 
ad raga of prisoners or rescued fellow-sea-

KNUTE OPPEN FATALLY SHOT BY THUGS 


Ballet Enters Just Below the Heart 
amd Passes Nearly Through 
His Body. 


Suddenly attacked in a dark alley by two 
men whom he could not even see, without a 
word of warning and without a chance of 
defending himself, Knute Oppen was fatally 
shot by two thugs at Bickerdike street last 
night. So sudden was the assault Oppen 
could give no description of his foes. 

After the shooting Oppen staggered to the 
corner of Huron street crying: 

I'm shot! I’m shot!“ 

Worshipers in the Danish Immanuel 
Church nearby heard his cries and ran to his 
Others, not stopping to get their hats, 
dashed after the thugs, who ran down Bick- 
erdike street and were quickly lost in the 
darkness. Half a dozen policemen joined in 
the hunt, but no trace of the assailants was 
found. Oppen was taken to the County Hos- 
pital, where his wound, under the heart, was 
pronounced probably fatal. 

The locality im which the shooting oc- 
curred is poorly Ughted and little frequented 
after night. Oppen is a niachinist, living at 
No. 76 Grant place, and was on his way to 
visit friends when attacked. Walking south 
in Bickerdike street about 7:30 last night he 
stepped into an alleyway to light a cigar. 

The match flared up, then was suddenly 
extinguished and dashed from his hand. 
At the same time a man sprang upon him 
from the shadow of the fence, revolver in 
hand, and ordered him to put up bis hands. 
Oppen did not see his opponent’s companion, 
who was standing within three feet of him, 
and, thinking the man was alone, struck at 
him. The blow knocked the thug against 
the fence and made him drop his revolver. 
Without stopping to secure the weapon Op- 
pen sprang upon his opponent and grappled 
with him. 

As his fingers closed upon the robber’s 
throat the other thug fired. So close was he 
the powder burned Oppen’s clothing, and 
the bullet, striking him just under the heart, 
passed nearly through his body. 

Oppen loosened his grasp and sank to the 
ground Instantly the two men dashed down 
the street, while Oppen staggered to his feet 
and made his way to the corner, saying he 
was shot. | 

The police of the West Chicago Avenue 
Station within an hour arrested five men 
on suspicion of being implicated in the shoot- 
ing, but have little hope of proving the guilt 
of any of their prisoners. 

Ex-Alderman Carey of the Twenty-ninth 
Ward had an encounter with two burglars 
at 4:20 o’clock yesterday morning in his 
home, Forty-third street and Western ave- 
nue. Mr. Carey was awakened by a noise 
and saw two masked men rumaging through 
a bureau. He asked what they wanted and 
the burglars fled. Mr. Carey fired two shots 
at them, but they escaped. The Brighton 
Park police pursued the men for a long 
distance over the western prairie, but finally 
lost track of them. 

Percy Winter, stage manager of the E. S. 
Willard company, was held up at 12:30 on 
Sunday morning opposite McVicker’s The- 
ater. Winter, who is athletic, though 
smal], with a left hook on the jaw sent his 
assailant sprawling. In an instant two con- 
federates sprang upon Winter and bore him 
to the ground. They kicked his face, leav- 
ing some ugly scars and nearly broke his 
right leg by falling in a heap upon it. His

be robbers fled empty handed. Mr. Winter 
is the son of William Winter, the dramatic 
critic of the New York Tribune. 

Policeman John Hanson of the Desplaines 
Street Station captured two alleged high- 
waymen last night after, it is charged, they 
had held up and robbed two pedestrians of 
small sums. The alleged highwaymen were 
cornered in a doorway at May and Randolph 
streets and fought desperately. One struck 
Hanson on the head with a revolver and 
knocked him down, but the plucky policeman 
did not release his hold. The prisoners were 
taken to the station, where they gave their 
names as John Shea and Charles Douglas. 
Leo Howland and Charles Johnson, the vic- 
tims, are positive the prisoners were their 
assailants.

DR. R. S. MARTIN RESIGNS WITH AN IF 


Pastor of Western Avenue Methodist 
Church Says He Will Take Accusa- 
tions to the Presiding Elder. 


The Rev. R. S. Martin, D. D., pastor of the 
Western Avenue Methodist Church, in offer- 
ing a qualified resignation of hig pulpit last 
evening, stated that he would go this morn- 
ing to Presiding Elder H. G. Jackson and de- 
mand an official investigation of certain 
rumors concerning his private acts that 
gained circulation during his recent absence 
in the South. 

Dr. Martin made a speech after his sermen

pastorate. From this talk it appeared that 
all has not been peace in the relations be- 
tween the pastor and members of his flock. 

„% There are several reasons,“ said the 
pastor, “ for my offering now a temporary 
resignation. One is the failure of my voice, 
which ever since last summer, as you all 
know, has given me trouble. 

„ Another is the failure of a few members 
of the official board of this church to keepan 
agreement concerning the building of a par- 
sonage for this church. ; 

„And still another reason is the fact I am 
an applicant for a Federal appointment, and 
I am assured my application is being kindly 
considered.“ „ 

The speaker said be would offer a final 
resignation but for rumors which he had 
been surprised to learn upon his return to 
the city last Wednesday. 

Continuing, he said: I Will offer my resig- 
nation, and tomorrow I will go to the presid- 
ing elder and demand an investigation of 
these rumors.”’

This is what Citizens’ Candidate John 


Maynard Harlan said yesterday when he 
was asked if he had any doubts in regard to 


the Mayoralty election. Then he went on 
to say that everywhere he went he received 
such assurances of support from every 
class of citizens that he no longer had the 
least misgivings as to what the ballots 
would say. 

Mr. Harlan passed a quiet day yesterday 
after the excitement of the preceding week. 
Spite of the Auditorium 
speeches the rest put his vocal chords in 
good condition, and last night histones were 
as strong and resonant as ever. 

The Harlan headquarters in the Owings 
Building were crowded yesterday. It has 
not been the custom to open the headquar- 
ters on Sunday, but yesterday a big crowd 
gathered outside the door and waited pa- 
tiently until William R. Mason could be 
sent for to come down and let themin. The 
majority of the visitors were volunteers to 
act as watchers at the pools tomorrow. Be- 
cause of their work they had no opportunity 
except on Sunday afternoon to get down to 
the headquarters and be enrolled. 

In the mails yesterday were applications 
for 10,000 more campaign buttons. This, to- 
gether with the orders received on Saturday 
night and the personal applications made 
yesterday, will require 17,000 buttons to be 
given out this morning. The mankgers 
have already given away over 110,000 of 
these buttons. 

It is probable that Mr. Harlan's campaign 
will end with a meeting which, his manag- 
ers say, will be one of the most unique and 
remarkable events in the history of local 
politics. The plan is to have the candidate 
speak im the People’s Institute on the West 
Side at 7 o’clock tomorrow morning. From 
the meeting the voters in the audience could 
go direct to the polis on their way to work. 
Another watch meeting will be held in the 
Twenty-fifth Ward, at which Mr. Haelan 
will speak at 9:30. 

“The only thing that can possibly beat 
Mr. Harlan now,“ said Edward J. Piggott, 
Chairman of the Citizens’ Organization 
committee, is an illegal count. And that 
will hardly be tried. Our watchers will see 
to that. They are all volunteers and have 
been selected with great care, and we have 
every reason to believe that their presence 
will discourage any attempt at juggling the 
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returns. More than that, the people who

Die Katakomben,“ a comedy by Gustav 
Davies that ran the course of the German 
theaters a year ago, was presented at Hool- 
ey’s last evening by the Welb and Wachsner 
German company of Milwaukee. The per- 
formance was not all one could wish. and 
yet the play is strong enough te withstand a 
deal of inadequate acting, especially before 
& kindly-disposed audience. 

The play, unlike most of those of recent 
German production, belongs to no school.” 
It is comedy of the broader and better sort, 
with a potent strain of romance holding its 
parts together—a kind of play, by the way, 
that is usually dear to theatergoers. 

The name of the May is perhaps a little 
misleading to the casual observer. “ The 
Catacombs,“ of which it treats, are nothing 
more formidable than the cellar chambers 
of an old baronial castle, where the poor 
clerks and secretaries are kept at work.

IT a general feeling 
that a novel pub- 
lished anonymously 
demands more than 
customary consider- 
ation and carries 
more than usual 
weight? Certainly 
the notion exists in 
a degree, caused, 
doubtless, by the re- 
spect the human 
mind pays to mys- 
tery at all times. 
Add to that a lurk- 
ing idea that a book must contain some- 
thing tremendous or the author would have 
printed his name in connection with it, and 
the existence of the feeling is accounted for, 
whether it be generally recognized or not. 
This seems to be the fundamental concep- 
tion underlying a certain disappointment 
which a careful reading of The Descend- 
ant (Harpers) has caused. Nothing start- 
ling or appalling is contained within its 
covers. It seems intended to be a study in 
heredity. Haeckel is quoted on the title 
page and other phflosophers are invoked to 

furnish mottoes for the greater divisions of 
the narrative. The opening of the hero’s 
life amidst the most dismal and unpre- 
possessing surroundings appears to be a pre- 

paration for a career of uncompromising 
hostility toward humankind.

HOW TO MAKE DELICIOUS CROQUETTES 


Chicken, Veal, Calf’s Brains, Beef, or 
Fish May Be Used—Each Has Its 
Peculiar Advantages. 


Veal croquettes—Buy a shank of veal. Boil 
until tender in slightly salted water. When 
cool enough pick off the meat and chop fine; 
or, instead, any remains of cooked veal will 
do. Make either a white or a bread sauce, 
as directed. Add the finely chopped meat, 
boil up well, season, and set aside to cool. 
Then shape, crumb, and fry. In making 
the sauce, the broth in which véal was 
cooked can be used in the place of milk. 

Chicken croquettes—Same as veal cro- 
quettes, using, if desired, the broth in which 
chicken was cooked in place of milk. In 
either chicken, veal, or sweetbread cro- 
quettes, mushrooms and rice, or either, can 
be used in combination. 

Croquettes of calf’s brains—Lay the braihs 
in salt water for an hour or until they look 
perfectly white. Boil in salted water until 
tender. Boil also a sweetbread. When cold 
mince fine together. Stir into a white sauce 
and boil up well. When cool enough, shape, 
crumb, and fry. The sweetbread can be 
omitted. 

Beef croquettes—Use cold meat of any 
kind. Chop or grind fine, and add to the 
brown sauce for croquettes one pint of 
meat to one cupful of sauce. Boil together 
well, cool, and mold. Crumband fry. This 
is an especially nice way to use up cold soup 
meat. 

Fish croquettes—Use any kind of cold 
boiled fish. Free it from skin and bone. 
Mince fine. To one pint of minced fish use 
one cup of well-seasoned mashed potatoes, 
two eggs well beaten. Mix well, season to 
taste, shape, crumb, and fry. One cupful 
of white sauce can be used in place of 
mashed potatoes.—What to Eat.
